CANADA'S SHIPS 
OPERATED AT LOSS 

Balance For Year 1921 on 
Wrong Side of Books 

But Government Fleet Opened 
New Markets 


Toronto, Jan. 24.—The Canadian 
Government Merchant Marine was 
operated at a loss during the year 
1921. A definite statement to this 
effect was made last night by D. B. 
Hanna, president of the Canadian 
National Railways, during the course 
of an address at the Youngs Men's 
Club of the Board of Trade, while 
discussing the outlook for Govern¬ 
ment enterprise. 

Mr. Hanna explained that in 1919 
a total of sixty-six steamships were 
handed over to the Government 
Merchant Marine and, fortunately, 
during that year and in 1920 consid¬ 
erable business was being offered. 

Others in 8ame Fix. 

“However, durlng-1921 we made no 
money,” said Mr. Hanna. ‘If It is 
any consolation !o know that others 
are in the same fix, we have this in 
abundance.” 

No statement was made by Presi¬ 
dent Hanna as to the amount of loss 
sustained in the Government's ship¬ 
ping enterprise. He pointed out, 
however, that if the company had 
not made money, it had found mar¬ 
kets for Canadian products, including 
85,000,000 feet of timber which had 
been sold to India and Egypt. 

Expected. 

Ottawa, Jan. 24.—(Canadian Press) 
—Intimation by D. B. Hanna In To¬ 
ronto that the Canadian Government 
Merchant Marine was operated at a 
loss last year follows general expec¬ 
tations. The year, it is pointed out 
here, was a poor one for tramp 
steamships the world over. The rush 
to build, especially during the latter 
part of the war and immediately af¬ 
ter its conclusion, glutted the world 
with shipping and created a situation 
which was all the more accentuated 
by the subsequent falling off in in¬ 
ternational trade.

Leading Citizens Attend; 
Bishop MacDonald Officiates 

In accord with the services con¬ 
ducted throughout the Catholic world 
and with all the dignity and solemn¬ 
ity of the occasion, hundreds of ad¬ 
herents to the Roman Catholic faith 
In Victoria paid tribute to the mem¬ 
ory of the late revered Pope Benedict 
XV. at the celebration of Pontifical 
High Mass at St. Andrew’s Cath¬ 
edral at 10 o’clock this morning. The 
huge cathedral was crowded with 
worshippers, and the deep signifi¬ 
cance of the service waa felt by all 
who attended.

Rome, Jan. 24.—The time for the 
funeral of the late Pope Benedict 
XV. has bA?n fixed as Thursday af¬ 
ternoon, it was officially announced 
late to-day. This decision will hold 
unless it appears that previous 
burial is advisable, In whioft case the 
final rites will occur to-morr<$w. 

Rome, Jan. 24.—The first of the 
nine Pontifical High Masses for the 
late Pope XV. was sung this morning 
with grand solemnity in the Basilica 
of St. Peter's. Simultaneously there 
were solemn ceremonies in all the 
great basilicas. 

The time of the burial had not been 
definitely decided upon to-day, but 
remained tentatively fixed for Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Cardinals. 

Meanwhile the first of the foreign 
Cardinals are momentarily expected 
to arrive in Rome, and workmen are 
busily engaged in the Vatican mak¬ 
ing ready the quarters for the con¬ 
clave of the Sacred College which 
will elect a Pope.

The Vatican received telegraphic 
advices to-day from London, War¬ 
saw, Posen and Budapest, that Car¬ 
dinals Bourne, Kakowski, Dalbor and 
Czernoch were hurrying to Rome t<^ 
attend the Pope's funeral and after¬ 
wards the conclave. With the ar¬ 
rival in Rome of Cardinal La Fon¬ 
taine from Venice, three of the Car¬ 
dinals mentioned most prominently 
as likely successor to tho Seat of St.

Maffi and Ratti already are here.

Separate Accounts. 

During further discussion Mr. 
Floyd pointed out that the City had 
never opened separate bank accounts 
to handle its various sinking fund 
moneys. This plan, he said, would 
have simplified matters. He ex¬ 
plained that Oak Bay Municipality 
keeps Its sinking fund intact accord¬ 
ing to law by borrowing money for 
the purpose. 

During a lengthy argument Aider- 
man Woodward tried to And out Just 
what had been done with moneys 
diverted from the Local Improvement 
Sinking Fund. Mr. Floyd summed 
the matter up with. "Local Improve¬ 
ment Sinking Fund collections be¬ 
long to these trust funds and these 
alone." He explained that the gen¬ 
eral sinking fund Oi the City was 
intact. The shortage was in the 
Local Improvement Sinking Fund. 

"Mayor Marchant admits that when 
he read the statement that sinking 
fund money had been used as or¬ 
dinary revenue he formed the opin¬ 
ion that the City had taken sinking 
funds and used them for the dis¬ 
charge of ordinary bills,” Alderman 
Woodward stated.® He asked wheth¬ 
er this were correct, or whether mon¬ 
ey diverted from the Local Improve¬ 
ment Sinking Fund had been applied 
only to the General Sinking Fund. 

"It’s just as much a diversion if 
you turn Local Improvement Sinking 
Fund money into the General Slnklhg 
Fund as if you used it for garbage 
collection," Mr. Floyd answered. He 
said that it was impossible for him 
to say exactly for what purposes di¬ 
verted Local Improvement Sinking 
Fund moneys had been used. 

"If you only collect seventy-six per 
cent, of your taxes, as you did last 
year, you can only pay seventy-six 
per cent Into the sinking funds.” Mr. 
Floyd went on. "Therefore some 
money must be taken out of the ge- 
eral cash account to maintain the 
General Debenture Sinking Fund.” 

Would Be Large Loan. 

Alderman Leeming concluded from 
Mr. Floyd's remarks that If the city 
adopted the 6ak Bay system of bor¬ 
rowing to keep Sinking Funds Intact 
It would be necessary te borrow 
$3,000,000 immediately. 

When Mr. Baird was called he said 
he deprecated criticism of Mr. Floyd's

that is pretty hard to say; but the lo¬ 
cal improvement tax payers paid 
some $700,000 In cash in trust to the 
city for sinking funds and Interest 
purposes on the local improvement 
debt, and It was otherwise used.

Asks For Legal Restriction. 

"If that Is the case;there la no use 
pursuing the subject further be¬ 
cause my only Interest is in connec¬ 
tion with the -principle I have men¬ 
tioned," Mr. Baird replied. "I have 
already reported the matter to the 
Government, and asked for a provis¬ 
ion to prevent this occurring again. 
If the old policy Is maintained I am 
under the necessity of taking the 
matter up with the Government 
again and urging that steps be taken 
to prevent this in the future, as it is 
a policy which cannot be defended on 
any grounds whatever—even on the 
grounds of expediency." 

No Record Available. 

At this point Mr. Floyd charged 
that statements had been made at 
the investigation simply to 0rag red 
herrings across the trail. Tt was 
quite impossible to say how the 
$168,000 diverted from Local Im¬ 
provement 8inking Funds had been 
used. It might have been used to fill 
up the General Sinking Funds or to 
buy garbage cans, he said.

IRISH LEAGUE 

Plans Made at Convention in 
Paris 


FRENCH PREMIER 
WILLING TO MEET 
ALLIED LEADERS 


Paris, Jan. 24.—Premier Poin¬ 
care. It waa understood in au¬ 
thoritative quarters to-day, Is 
willing to sacrifice his declared 
preference for old style diplomacy 
and to meet representatives of 
Great Britain and the other Allies 
in a conference previous to the 
forthcoming Genoa meeting, de¬ 
spite his previously expressed dis¬ 
like for the activities of the Allied 
Supreme Council. 


Paris. Jan. 24.—The World Con¬ 
gress of the. Irish Race decided at to¬ 
day's session to organize an inter¬ 
national Irish League, with branches 
In all countries where Qiere are suf¬ 
ficient groups of persons of Irish de¬ 
scent. The object, as expressed by 
Countess Markiewicz at this morn¬ 
ing's meeting, is to "counteract Brit¬ 
ish propaganda, which pictures Irish¬ 
men as gorilla*." 

Some of the methods of spreading 
knowledge of Ireland and the Trtsh al¬ 
ready decided upon are the publica¬ 
tion of an international Irish, "Who Is

Montreal. Jan. 24.—Physicians In 
this city are worried over what ap¬ 
pears to be the beginning of an ex¬ 
traordinary epidemic of nose bleeding 
which so far numbers Its victims only 
among children under twelve years 
| of age. Many reports say youngsters 
have been attacked late at night with 
| severe pains in the head, and that 
these often have resulted in blood 
pouring from the nostrils. In many 
| cases the nose bleeding can not he 
overcome without the assistance of a 
doctor, and often seizes the child so 
severely that Its parents believe their 
offspring will bleed to death. 

As far as can 'be ascertained this 
strange disease is a form of influenza. 
Physlcans admit they are puzzled. 

No Influenza Epidemic. 

Ottawa. Jan. 24.—So far as advices 
to the Federal Department of Health 
indicate, the cases of nose ble^ing 
are confined to Montreal. Some cases 
of influenza have been reported, but 
nothing beyond what is usual at this 
time of year. 

At New York. 

New York. Jan. 24.—Health depart¬ 
ment inspectors are. to-day watching 
all incoming ships for cases of influ¬ 
enza. Dr. Royal Copeland. City 
Health Commissioner, believes New 
York's Increasing cases of Influenza 
may be due in part to importations 
from Europe. All ships will be watch¬ 
ed hence/orth and cases of influenza 
found on them will be isolated.

"One of the last things he did was 
to send out a pathetic note of appeal 
for the suffering people of Russia. 
Because of the good he has accom¬ 
plished, we know that he has heard 
those words; 'Well Done. Thqu 
.Good and Faithful Servant.' 

"It was only as recent as New 
Year’s Day that the Pontiff sent out 
to the world a message of hope and 
good cheer In the belief that ho 
wohld be spared for a long life of 
usefulness and yet to-day he is gone, 
and we* are here to mourn his de¬ 
parture," said His Lordship.

FI LOSSES'! 


Firemen Fought Blaze in Cold 
Weather 

Winnipeg. Jan. 24.—Loss estimated 
at between $300,Q00 and $400,000, 
most of which Is covered by insur¬ 
ance, was caused early to-«lay by a 
fire of unknown origin which attack¬ 
ed a Portage Avenue business block. 
The fire was fought under the handi¬ 
cap of a 20-below zero temperature. 

The fire originated in the basement 
of Woolworth's Store No. 2, and 
spread through the store and to the 
premises above it occupied by Rob- 
Jrison's Clothes Shop.

In all the 
premises of twenty-seven business 
firms were destroyed or damaged and 
about 200 persons are out of employ¬ 
ment temporarily.

000; Peace & Company, $40,000; the 
Dlsmoore Building, $75,000; Peace 
Building, $75,000. 


Request Made by Rocky. 
Mountain Lumbermen 

Calgary, Jan. 24.—The question of 
the grading and sorting of lumber 
and the problem of standardization J 
were tho principal subjects under, 
discussion at the first day’s session! 
of the annual convention of the; 
members of the Rocky Mountain 
Lumber Association, which opened 
yesterday in the Palliser Hotel. It 
is planned to adopt and use the 
grading rule now in use by the 
Western Pine Manufacturers’ As¬ 
sociation, but in regard to stan¬ 
dardization nothing was done. An 
effort, however, will be made to co¬ 
operate with the eastern manu¬ 
facturers with a view of standardiz¬ 
ing throughout the country. 

Freight Rates. 

The question of freight rates was 
a subject of much discussion which 
finally ended with the pussing of the 
following resolutions: 

"WJiereas the present excessive 
freight rates are hampering the 
movement of lumber and greatly in¬ 
creasing the cost of lumber to the 
consumer, thereby discouraging the 
consumption of .tho same; 

"And whereas the present freight 
rates are out of all proportion to the 
mill value ofc I’ommpn lumber, repre¬ 
senting approximately seventy-five 
per cent of the mill value of ship¬ 
ments of lumber from the mountain 
districts to prairie points and over 
125 per cent of same on shipments to 
Eastern Canada; 

"And whereas unemployment la 
rife throughout Canada, extending to 
railroad employees in common with 
those engaged in other industries, 
end the need for increased industrial 
activities Is paramount at the 
present time; 

"And whereas In the opinlop of this 
meeting lower freight rates on lum- 
l»er are most essential to create a re¬ 
vival of trade and industry through¬ 
out this country; 

"Therefore he It resolved that the 
Rocky Mountain Lumber Manu¬ 
facturers’ Association in general 
meeting assembled does hereby urge 
the transportation companies of Can¬ 
ada to co-operate In stimulating a 
revival of trade and industry by 
restoring lumber freight rates at 
least to the level of those in effect 
[ prior to September, 1920.”

■ objected to an adjournment. 

The court upheld the defendant’s 
. demand to proceed with the trial, and 
the Jury was sworn in. whereupon 


Mr. Hall, instead of beginning his 
speech for the prosecution, an¬ 
nounced that he would offer evidence 
on the general count. 

The judge then directed that formal 
vedict of acquittal be entered, and 
ordered the prosecution to pay all the 
costs of the case. There was no 
demonstration when- Bottomley and 
Bigland departed.

Vancouver, Jan. 24.—Anybody who 
thinks politics is a strenuous game 
in British Columbia to-day should 
have listened to the following yarn 
as told by the veteran Liberal war 
horse, Robert Kelly, during the 
counting of ballots at the annual 
meeting of Ward One Liberals. The 
meeting was held in the Liberal 
headquarters in Hasting Street, over 
the Dow-Fraser Trust Company's of¬ 
fice. 

"I remember a real meeting we 
had in this very hall a good many 
years ago. I remember it particu¬ 
larly because I was thrown out. Or 
rather they tried to throw me out. 
Harry Senkler and Bob McPherson 
set on me and they smashed the door 
getting me out but I didn't stay out. 

"It was a convention to elect a 
leader of the Liberal party for the 
province. Bill Templeman and Joe 
Martin were the final two candi¬ 
dates. George Maxwell’s name was 
also up, bgt he* was eliminated. K. 
I*. Davis was present -and he wanted 
to talk about five times on every 
motion. The chairman had an awful 
time squelching him. 

"I was backing Joe Martin. T. W. 
Paterson (poor fellow he’s dead now), 
was chairman and It came down to 
his casting vote and, by Jingoes, we 
got him on our side and he voted 
Tor Martin. Those were the good old 
days. 

"I think I’ll go over to New West¬ 
minster to-morrow. Looks as if 
there’ll be a scrap over there. 1 
like to see them fight, but they 
haven’t got the pep we used to have 
in the old days.” 

The names mentioned by Mr. Kelly 
are all of men who have mode their 
mark. Mr. Kelly is head of the big 
wholesale grocery house which bears 
his name. Joseph Martin, K.C., is 
an ex-Premler of B. C., and was also 
a member of the Imperial House of 
Commons.

Delhi. India, Jan. 24.—The situation 
In tho Malabar district, where an up¬ 
rising of tho Moplahs broke out in 
August last, is progressing satisfac¬ 
torily and the authorities hop© It will 
bo possible to reduce the military 
forces to peace-time garrison 
strength, by the middle of February. 

The number of Moplahs killed in 
the fighting is given as 2,266; wound¬ 
ed, 1,625; captured, 5.688, and volun¬ 
tarily surrendered, 38,256. * 

The Moplahs, Moslem descendants 
of Arab traders, revolted on August 
20, 1921, attacking Christians and 
forcibly converting many hundreds of 
Hindus to Mohammedanism. They 
committed many depredations, loot¬ 
ing and burning houses and cutting 
down the cocoa and tea plantations. 
There are about a million Moplahs in 
the Malabar district. 

There have been no estimates as 
to the number of persons killed or 
wounded by the Moplahs during the 
insurrection.

Paris, Jan. 123.—The fact that 
France has been regularly outvoted 
In the Allied Supreme Council Is dis¬ 
cussed in many authoritlve quar¬ 
ters as the real reason why Premier 
Poincare has shown a preference for 
old-fashioned diplomatic negotiations 
to settle pending peace questions. 
Since these negotiations concern all 
the Allies interested in reparations, 
there is no question of secrecy. 

It is pointed out that Italy, as well 
as Japan, having in the past favored 
the British viewpoint on questions 
pending before the Supreme'Council, 
France, in the minority, was either 
obliged to make concessions or take 
the responsibility of preventing a 
concessions to Germany by the unani¬ 
mous agreement. Successive Council 
decisions in the past year in the way 
of reductions in payments and modi¬ 
fication of terms, are pointed to as 
showing what France may expect 
from conferences of this kind 

M. Poincare is understood to have 
firmly determined that Germany 
must reform her finances and stop 
the leakage of her wealth abroad be¬ 
fore he will consider how much she 
is able to pay. Consequently he pre¬ 
fers to avoid conferences which he 
thinks would tend more toward com¬ 
promises. • 

MRS. HAPSBURG 
GOES BACK TO 
ISLAND OF EXILE 

Bordeaux, Jan. 24.—Mrs. C. Haps- 
burg. wife of Charles Hapsburg. 
former Emperor of Austria-Hungary, 
left early this morning for Madrid on 
her way to the island of Madeira to 
rejoin Charles Hapsburg In exile. 
She was allowed to leave Madeira to 
be at the bedside of her son, Robert, 
who recently underwent an opera¬ 
tion in Switzerland. 

As Mrs. Hapsburg boarded the 
train she seemed very tired. In 
answer to queries of the newspaper¬ 
men, she paid a tribute to France in 
the following words: "France, which 
was always our friend and for which 
several members of my family have 
fought, deserves to obtain all that 
has been won by {he courage of those 
who fought for her." 

CONFERENCE PLAN 

MOST ADVANTAGEOUS 

I^ew York, Jan. 29.—Lord Lee, of 
Fareham, First Lord of the British 
Admiralty and one of Britain’s dele¬ 
gates to the International Confer¬ 
ence. deprecated Premier Poincare’s 
published desire to return to the old 
diplomacy in an address last night as 
guest of honor at a dinner given by 
the English-Speaking Union of the 
United States at the Waldprf Astoria 
Hotel. Of the International Confer¬ 
ence, he declared that if it should fail 
“it would spell the bankruptcy of 
statesmanship and the triumph of 
everything for which the revolution¬ 
aries are watching and waiting. 

"This new diplomacy that has gov¬ 
erned the Washington conference,” he 
said, “is the very antithesis, if I may 
say so, of the proposal that Is now 
being made that we should give up 
diplomacy by conference and go back 
to the old system of setting our af¬ 
fairs through diplomats and through 
the medium of notes and representa¬ 
tions. To my mind, if you have got 
to do business with people It is best 
to get them to sit down at the same 
table with you, face to face, and make 
them stand up and say what it is 
they want That is the reason the 
conference at Washington is a suc¬ 
cess, at any rate os between the Eng¬ 
lish-speak ink peoples.”

The two new 
Empresses shortly to be operated 
by the C. P. E. are larger than 
kny ships now in the service of 
tiny Canadian company between 
Canada and Europe, and this ex- 
imnsion is only in its initial 
ifages. The Panama Canal is 
another factor which before long 

( hould exercise an important in- 
luence on Canada's overseas 
ommerce to the manifest advan- 
age of Canadian ports on the 
pacific. In these circumstances, 
fiot to speak of many others 
equally obvious, the necessity of 
a drydock like that upon which 
Construction has begun at Esqui- 
bialt, for the accommodation of 
fhips operating to and from our 
ports, must commend itself to 
Anybody who can see farther 
than his nose. What a comment¬ 
ary upon Canadian enterprise 
would be presented by the spec¬ 
tacle of vessels operating out of

he has been so long associated. 


NEVER AGAIN. 


It was hardly to be supposed 
that the Asquith wing of Liberal¬ 
ism would rush to the National 
Liberal Council and pledge its 
support to Mr. Lloyd George; 
but it can be said with safety 
that the majority of people in 
Great Britain will learn with 
something akin to dismay that 
Viscount Grey’s condemnation 
of the Prime Minister has taken 
the form of an appeal for the 
restoration of “the more usual, 
quieter and steadier methods” of 
diplomatic dealings. Nor will 
the average individual find it 
particularly simple to reconcile 
these somewhat obsolete senti¬ 
ments with Mr. Asquith’s fer- 
vant desire for the return of the 
“greatest peacemaker of recent 
times.” It is not necessary to 
refer to the almost super-human 
efforts which the former Foreign 
Secretary made to avert the war 
in 1914; but even he cannot ig¬ 
nore the fact that one of the 
causes of international calamity 
is just that “more usual, quieter 
and steadier” method which he 
desires should be restored. The 
world has finished with the old 
form of diplomacy. It died at 
the Washington Conference. In 
the words of Lord Lee: “If you 
have got to do business with 
people it is best to get them to 
sit down at the same table with 
you, face to face, and make them 
stand up and say what it is they 
want.” The plain man under¬ 
stands this sort of procedure. 
And the plain man in future is 
going to take a hand in prevent¬ 
ing any further increases in his 
tax bill by way of naval and mili¬ 
tary preparations. He looks with 
suspicion upon the “quieter” 
methods. 


CANADA’S FIFTEEN PER 
CENT. 


According to a dispatch from 
Seattle printed in The Times 
last Saturday the gross proceeds 
of the fur industry on the Prib- 
ilof Islands during the year 1921 
were $796,103 chiefly repre¬ 
sented in the 22,546 seals taken 
in that period. This has a special 
interest for Canada from the 
fact that under Article X. of the 
'Pelagic Sealing Treaty negoti¬ 
ated between Great Britaiu and 
the United States in 1911 Canada 
was awarded fifteen per qent. of 
the number of seals killed on 
these Islands. The total pro¬ 
ceeds of the fur industry of the 
Pribilofs last year, of course, are 
not confined to seals, blue and 
white foxes, for example, ac¬ 
counting for $80,669, but it is 
not improbable that the- mam¬ 
mals covered by the treaty con¬ 
tributed approximately $700,000 
of the aggregate in which case 
Canada’s share would exceed 
$100,000. Moreover, the seal 
population of the Islands is in¬ 
creasing noticeably, the estimate 
showing an advance from 
552,718 in 1920 to 587,820 in 
1921. 


CANADA AT GENOA. 


Only a few days ago the Brit¬ 
ish Prime Minister intimated 
that invitations to the Genoa 
Conference had been issued in 
something like a wholesale man¬ 
ner to the nations of Europe and 
to the United States. Quite so; 
on that account, if this country 
is not included in the list, those 
manufacturers and business men 
who are pressing the Dominion 
Government to take the neces¬ 
sary step* should be able to 
reckon upon Canadian represen-J 


tation. After all this part of the 
world has an interest in Euro¬ 
pean rehabilitation.

Novelty will be introduced to 
the Genoa Conference by the 
delegates from Soviet Russia 
who will present reparations 
claims against various European 
powers and the United States. 
Only ope guess at- the result is 
allowed. 


Quite a number of people who 
object to the use of alcoholic 
stimulants are accusing the Li¬ 
quor Control Board of “push¬ 
ing” the sale of liquor. Surely 
these good folk should remember 
that the people of the Province 
authorized the Government to go 
into the business by a very large 
majority.

Alderman Woodward stood 
firmly by his contention, but city 
officials explained that he was not 
taking into consideration interest 
charges, interest on serial bonds and 
other moneys. 

"If we had carried out the strict 
letter of the Act we would not have 
any of our sinking funds absolutely 
right, as we collected only three- 
quarters of our taxes,” Mr. Raymur 
explained. 

"You would at least have carried 
out your trust and put the money 
where it belonged,” Mr. Baird re¬ 
torted. 

"But all.the sinking funds would 
be short." Mr. Raymur Insisted. 

"That's quite possible,” Mr. Baird 
admitted. 

Question of Expsdionoy. 

"And we could not have paid off 
$1,500,000 of debt as we did In* the 
last four years," Mr. Raymur added. 

"That is outside the scope of the 
enquiry/" Mr. Floyd protested. 

"In other words you take ono 
man's money and give it to some¬ 
one else because of expediency," Mr. 
Baird asserted. 

"Otherwise wo would not bo able 
to repay this man," Mr. Raymur re¬ 
plied. 

"The whole question comes down 
to this—were you Justified in taking 
ono man's money and giving it to 
another man?" Mr. Baird proceeded. 
"It is claimed that to comply with 
the law would mean bankruptcy. 
But if the machinery of the city Is 
in such a condition that you are 
obliged to use this money and can¬ 
not afford to put it whero It be¬ 
longs, I can scarcely agree that, as 
claimed, the bondholder has no 
cause to worry. It is a poor con¬ 
solation to a man to know that money 
destined for him has gone to some¬ 
one else." 

An Embarrassing Situation. 

‘If we did it the way you suggest 
we would have to borrow each year 
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to make up sbortagea,” Mr. Raymur 
declared. 

"I have nothing to do hero with ex¬ 
pediency," Mr. Baird explained. "We 
are told that to obey the law and 
put these moneys where they belong 
would be to seriously embarrass the 
city; and yet we are told at the same 
time that moneys, have actually been 
put in another sinking fund. If it 
was going to embarrass the city to 
put this money where it belonged 
why doesn't it embarrass the city to 
put it elsewhere ?” 

Previous charges that Mr. Baird's 
report to the Government on Victoria 
sinking funds had been made be¬ 
cause the 1921 City Council had 
passed a resolution condemning the 
Government were hinted at again by 
Alderman Woodward. The chairman 
asked why Mr. Baird had submitted 
his report last November when he 
had the information necessary for 
compiling it some months before. Mr. 
Baird, however, refused flatly to 
discuss the conduct of Government 
departments. 

"Was the report made In the ordi¬ 
nary course of your duties or were 
you asked at this particularly time 
to make It ” Mr, Woodward ques^ 
tioned. 

Outside Scope of Inquiry. 

"That is outside the scope of this 
inquiry,” Mr. Baird replied. 'The 
occasion for the report was the big 
shortage in the City's sinking funds 
and the fact that during one year 
this shortage has been increased by 
$376,000. Looking over the City's 
financial statement I found that there 
were local improvement by-laws out¬ 
standing since 191$ and not a dollar 
in the sinking funds for these ac¬ 
counts.” 

Alderman Woodward persisted in 
his questions but Mr. Baird Just as 
firmly refused to discuss details of 
the conduct of the Provincial Depart¬ 
ments. 

Mr. Baird referred the Committee 
to Mr. Raymur's previous statement 
that the City Council had passed no 
resolution regarding the handling of 
sinking funds. But in 1910 the Coun¬ 
cil had passed a by-l&w called the 
Duties of Municipal Officers By-law. 
he pointed out. This by-law, he 
said, instructed the City Treasure! 
to maintain the sinking fund. "There¬ 
fore any resolution that the Council 
had passed would be null and void 
anyway in the face of this by-law," 
he said. 

"Not Worth Tho Paper." 

"That's the by-law which Mr. 
Floyd said was not worth the paper 
it was written on.” City Treasurer 
E. C. Smith remarked with a laugh. 

Ex-Mayor Porter was then sworn. 
"It was stated that you and city of¬ 
ficials held a conference in the Fall 
of 19111—have you any recollection of 
it?” asked Alderman Woodward. 

"We had frequent conferences." 
Mr. Porter replied. 

Alderman Woodward quoted a let¬ 
ter from Mr. Raymur in which the 
Comptroller recalled that he had been 
absent from his duties from Decem¬ 
ber 1, 1919, to January 12, 1920. On 
his return City Treasurer Smith had 
told him that he and City Auditor 
Grlmlabn bad conferred on sinking 
fund matters with the Mayor (Mr. 
Porter) and Alderman Sargent, 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
In the office of the City Solicitor. At 
this conference Mr. Smith had been 
assured by thd Council members that 
the sinking fund policies then in force 
ware the only ones possible under 
the circumstances, even though they 
were not in strict accordance with 
the law, Mr. Rayjnur's letter stated. 

Was Gsnsrally Known. 

Alderman Woodward asked Mr. 
Porter whether he remembered the 
meeting referred to in Mr. Raymur's 
letter. 

"I don't remember it/* the ex-Mayor 
replied. He added that he did not 
remember having given instructions 
regarding the allocation of sinking 
funds, "1 understood that we were 
keeping one sinking fund intact at 
the expenae of the other," he ex¬ 
plained. 

"You say It was never done on 
your instructions?" Alderman Wood¬ 
ward asked. 

"No," Mr. Porter answered. “But 
this was a matter of general informa¬ 
tion.” 

"If any official said that it was 
by your orders that they thus allo¬ 
cated funds what would you say?" 
Alderman Woodward went on. 

"I would disagree with the state¬ 
ment." Mr. Porter replied promptly. 

Alderman Woodward: "Did you 
have any influence on the way the 
books were kept?" 

New Bookkeeping Wanted. 

Mr. Porter said that he had 
exercised such influence, only in a 
general way. 

"You are aware that these state¬ 
ments concerning your part in this 
matter, if true would reflect upon 
you?" Alderman Woodward pro¬ 
ceeded. 

"They might,” the ex-Mayor 
agreed. 

"Would you go so far as to say 
that no such meeting as that men¬ 
tioned in this letter took place/” the 
Chairman asked. 

"No," Mr. Porter answered. "We 
held many meetings and I would not 
like to say that a meeting never took 
place.” He said he had looked to 
Finance Department heads for in¬ 
formation concerning city finances. 
He had understood, he repeated, that 
one sinking fund was being kept in¬ 
tact at the expense of the other 
sinking fund. "I understood that 
this hod been going on for years/" he 
added. "As to statement that sink¬ 
ing fund moneys had been used for 
ether purposes than for sinking 
funds I had absolutely no knowledge 
of that." 

In answer to questions from Al¬ 
derman Learning. Mr. Floyd declared 
that thero must be a total "re¬ 
organisation” of the city’s book¬ 
keeping system. He said that the 
City Council of 1921 had shown a 
willingness to carry out the changes 
which he hod suggested in this con¬ 
nection. No changes had been made 
yet as investigations into the matter 
had not been completed.

Cowper, Clerk 
of the said Municipality of the In¬ 
corporated District of Saanich, call¬ 
ing upon him, at the expiration of 
ten days from the date thereof, to 
fix a date for the nomination and 
election of a new Reeve and Coun- 
c*'U>rs for the said Corporation. 

"And that the said election be held 
in accordance with the said Act, and 
with the By-lawa or Regulations in 
force in the said Municipality regu¬ 
lating Municipal elections. 

"And for so doing this Minute, 
when approved, shall be his suf¬ 
ficient warrant.”

INCREASE IN WHEAT AREA 


London Estimates World'* Changes in 
Last Ten Yeare. 


New York. Jan. 24.—A calculation 
In the London grain trade figures 
out that the world’s cultivated area 
under wheat averaged 97,370,000 acres 
per annum for the period from 1901 to 
1910. Inclusive, and had rlsan to 124.- 
871.000 for the period from 1911 to 
1920. The Increase in the average 
thus computed for the United States 
rose from 46.997.000 acres in the 
earlier period to 54,714,000 In the 
later decade. In Canada from 
5.493.000 to 14,103.000, and in India 
from 26.041,000 to 30.456.000. 

Argentina averaged 12,731.000 In thei 
earlier period, and 16 , 280,000 In the 
later; Australia, 5.882.000 and 9,097.- 
000. It will be observed that these 
increases are not offset in the table 
I by the decrease in Russian wheat 
I acreage, which had been extremely

Victoria escaped almost entirely 
from infectious disease last year, ac¬ 
cording to the annual report of Medi¬ 
cal Health Officer Arthur G. Price. 
"The low number and the mildness of 
the type of the severer kinds of in¬ 
fectious disease occurring in the city 
during the year is satisfactory," Dr. 
Price stated. 

In connection with the work of the 
Provincial Royal Jubilee Hospital, Dr. 
Price’s report states: 

The number of indigent patients 
who were cared for in the hospital 
at the city’s expense was 130 and the 
number of days in hospitaj 6,653. The 
sum of money paid to the hospital 
for the care of these patients at $2.50 
per day amounts to $16,632.50. In 
addition to this sum the city has paid 
at the rate of $2.50 a day $7,112.50 
to the hospital for patients who have 
left the hospital without paying their' 
dues, as is required by the Hospitals 
Act of the Province. This latter sum 
Is collectable from the patients, but 
up to the present results have been 
far from satisfactory, as only a very 
small .percentage has been collected. 

The total sum paid to the Jubilee 
Hospital during the year amounted 
to $23,745. 

Remove Patients. 

Several of the indigent patients 
cases are more those of chronic In¬ 
firmity than sickness and might be 
cared for in some institution othe? 1 
than a hospital. It is with the in¬ 
tention of relieving the congestion 
in the hospital and with a view to 
economy that some of this class of 
patients arc being removed for care 
elsewhere. 

Isolation Hospital.

Indignant because Miss Aldyth M. 
Waites, of the Tillicum School staff, 
had left the employment of Saanich 
without legal notice, the Saanich 
School Board last night decided to 
lay the matter before tho Department 
of Education for action. 

Miss Waites wrote the Board to 
the effect that working for Saanich 
at Tillicum was a great strain and 
she had therefore accepted a position 
offered by Victoria. 

Miss Waites had, of her own initia¬ 
tive, secured Miss M. M. Miller to 
serve as her substitute for the one 
month she believed necessary as for¬ 
mat notice of resignation, and had 
thereupon proceded to the city va¬ 
cancy. 

The Saanich trustee* based their 
disapproval upon non-compliance 
with the School Act, which permits 
resignations only if sent in thirty 
days before the closing of any term. 

Truetee-elect F. V. Ilobba, sitting 
at the table, but voteless, declared 
his views as "the world to-day has 
little respect for contracts; If any 
should be scrupulous In observance 
of agreements, those in charge of the 
young are the. first we look to for an 
example.” 

Substitute Flits Too. 

Principal O’Neill of Tillicum had 
reported highly upon the work of Miss 
Miller, and urged her addition to the 
permanent staff. To the amusement 
of the Board, however, this plan was 
foiled again by the forehanded offer 
of the Victoria Board of a more 
favored post in the city. 

Poaching of Teachers. 

It was after this contretemps that 
opinion crystallized 4n favor of re¬ 
porting Miss Waites to the Depart¬ 
ment. "We must put a stop to this 
stealing of our staff and disregard of 
contracts by employees," remarked 
one member of the Board, after it had 
been found that suspension of teach¬ 
ing certificate is the penalty provided 
by statute.

priation would be available until 
more was voted for the purpose. 

"Well, If we cannot collect our 
taxes right away, why cannot we levy 
fifty cents on the dollar of our taxes, 
and get some money in?” suggested 
Councillor Pgrter; "No one would ob- 
lect to paying an extra dollar to get 
th4lr dally bread," he continued. 

Problem for 8tate.
